Going Up 


IMPORTANT REAL ESTATE DEAL 


Completed This Afternoon, and Main 


Street Will Benefit by It. A 


$150,000 Six Story Block to 


Done in a Year 


The Babbitt property on th« north 


side of Main street, just east of the 
Hoosac savings bank block, has been 
sold by the Babbitt heirs to Fred F. 
Dowlin, The nna' papers in the ne- 
gotiations which have been in progress 
tor some time were passed this after- 
noon. Mr. Dowlin will now push for- 
ward as rapidly as possible plans for 
the building of a six story business 
block, which it is the intention to 
have completed within a year. 


The price of the transfer, which is 


one of the most important real estate 
deals that the city has seen for a long 
time, is not made public, but it is un- 
derstood to be in the neighborhood 
of $75.000. 


The property has a frontage of SO 


feet, and a depth of 100 feet for a Dart 
of thfr frontage and of 225 for the rest 


The uew block will occupy practi- 


cally the entire area of the property 
Plans for it are now being prepared by 
Architect Barlow, and -within a few- 
weeks the work of tearing down the 
old building now on the property will 
be begun. It is the hope to have tSe 
roof on the new building by the time 
snow flies, so that it can be completed 
within a year. 


The building will be in every respect 


an up-to-date business block of six 
stories, one of the largest business 
buildings in the city. The east wajl 
of the Hoosac savings bank block is a 
party wall, which will be used as well 
for the new building. 


The building wil be used for stores, 


offices tnd society rooms. It will be 
equipped with an elevator, and the 
entrance will be 12 feet in width with 
handsome marble sta-irways. The con- 
veniences with which the building will 
be provided wil Ibe equal to those of 
the business blocks of the big cities. 


TW front will-be of Vermont marble 


or of brick, and the estimated cost oi 
the block is J150.000.

Truman H. Safford Died

BBE1I8 WORLD'S RECORD 


Injlnss and Bteertag G«»r Worked 
' Smoothly M« the Vessel Showed 


BemarkAble TiurnlBf AbiUty—Has 
Greatly Exceeded RequlremenU 


Boston, June 13.—With tho proud dis- 
Juction of beinf the fastest battleship 
> America, and the speediest of her 
rtass in the world, tlie new,sea fighter 
Illinois lies at anchor in President 
roads; after a most successful trial. 
Over the government course, from Cape 
Ann to Cape Porpoise and return, a dis- 
tance of 66 nautical miles, she estab- 
lished a new record by maintaining an 
- average speed of 17.81 knots for four 
consecutive hours. 


Not only did she demonstrate that she 


was faster than any warship of her 
Inches affoat. but she proved her ability 
to turn upon a& enemy with extraordi- 
nary quickness by describing a complete 
Circle'within 860 yards, or little more 
than twice her length, in three minutes 
and ten seconds, while ploughing 
through the sea at full speed. 


Steadiness and reserve-power char- 


acterized the performance of the ship 
•throughout the severe test. Th« work 
If her engines was smooth and even 
lad the records of the day showed but 
.1 point difference in time between 
the northern run and the return. The 
machinery easily met every requirement 
tnd not an accident of any kind marred 
'the success of the day. 


Naval officers wUo participated in the 


trial were thoroughly pleased with the 
now champion, and as she steamed back 
to her anchorage with a broom at her 
masthead, the officials of the Newport 
(News Shipbuilding company, whose 
'three years of labor had reached snch 
i happy climax, were enthusiastically 
congratulated. 


The day could not have been more per- 


fect for the trial of a battleship. A 
bright early morning sun beamed, down 
•on the grim warrior, and had disposed 
•of the haze that hunsj over the harbor 
before 9 o'clock, when her anchors were 
raised aud her prow turned seaward. 
Hardly a breath of air ruffled the water, 
,and as the vessel steamed out of Boston 
barbor the dense black smoke which 
belched from her stacks settled down 
undisturbed By the slightest breeze, and 
'•eft a long trail behind. 


A new ship on trial is wot made at- 


•tractive by the embellishments of paint 
•and polished brass which mark a naval 
thoroughbred in time of peace, and the 
Illinois was hardly a thing of beauty as 
*he laid her course for Cape Ann. But 
the great white wave turned up at her 
bow, the swirling sea which her pro- 
pellers churned astern and the steady 
grind of-her machinery gave those 
aboard the impression that she was out 
for a serious, business-like day's work, 
•and such proved to be the cas.e. 


Tidal corrections may make some al- 


teration in the figures recorded, but the 
changes are not likely materially to 
effect the net result, inasmuch as the 
maximum change on recent trials over 
this course has been but .04 knots. 


The mean steam pressure at the boil- 


ers during the trip was 15 pounds, and 
the m.ixlmum, 180 pounds. Under the 
government regulations for these trials, 
a forced draft of one inch mean and 
1 1-4 Inch maximum is allcvved, but at 
no time was the draft in excess of .75 
Inches, and it was as low as .07 inches. 


4 The engine speed was over 110 revolu- 


tions per minute just before, the start, 
tnd soon after the ship crossed the line 
It went up to 118. On spurts the engines 
were run up to 119, but the mean for the 
actual trial was 118. 


Tbe steering gear was given the usual 


test immediately after the boat crossed 
the finish line, when the ship showed re- 
markable turning ability. 
The first 


.complete circle was made within 300 
yards In'3 minutes and 10 seconds, and 
the second in 3 minutes and 8 seconds. 


The mean draught of the ship during 


the trial, according to contract require- 
ments, would be 23 feet 6 inches, and 
tbe displacement at that draught 
Before the start the draft of the Illi- 
nois was 23 feet 7 14 Inches. On the 
first half of the run the coal burned and 
other weight disposed of had brought 
the draft of the vessel exactly to re- 
quirements.

Institution In France For tbe Cavre 


of Yo*nff Bleb Offenders. 


Under the innocent looting title "La 


Maison Paternellc" there exists 
IB 


France what might be briefly designated 
as an authorized aristocratic prison for 
'juvenile offenders. It was founded by a 
legal luminary, M. De Itfetz, a man deep- 
ly interested in tbe training and welfare 
>of the young, with a view to checking the 
'growing spirit of insubordination to au- 
thority, both at home and at school, 
which had become specially marked in 
the highest ranks of society in France. 


One ot'the most salutary elements in 


the scheme of this institution is the ab- 
eolute secrecy which is maintained in 
France both as to the exact locality of 
.this house of correction and the names 
of those who are sent there. On'an ele- 
Tatcd, somewhat bare tract of country 
ftrEthio a few miles of Tonrs stands a 
large quadrangular building known as 
La Colonle Agricole, which Is a govern- 
ment establishment, and behind the chap- 
el, which Is situated in the center of the 
west front, La Maison Paternelle is cun- 


, Bingly concealed. 


• It is a rectangular, two storied bnild- 
Ing adjoining the east end of the chapel, 
•nd the first thing that meets the eye 
Upon entering is a huge board bearing the 
ominous word "Silence." 
The ground 


Uopr.is occupied by prisonllke cells and 
offices; 'the upper one contains rather 
smaller cells and is surrounded by a gal- 
lery which shuts off all communication 
.with the ground CMT.

'dissipated, bis parents or guardians can 
obtain the consent of a magistrate, which

TWO SUMMER SALADS. 


Slice cold boiled potato**, fresh toma- 


toes, cucumbers, oolona and radisnes 
into thin sltcw aud place all bnt the po- 
tatoes and tomatoes in ice water to 
crisp. These shoalJ merely be kept iu a 
cool place. 
When ready to serve mix 


with a French dreserfng sad serve on 
lettuce leaves.

COFFEE CREAM. 


Soak oue-baif box of gelatine 20 min- 


utes in just enough cold water to cover. 
Heat in a double boiler one pint of fresh 
milk and btir into it the soaked gela- 
tine. Beat the yolks of three eggs with 
one-fourth cup of graauluted sugar. To 
the milk add

Strong, hot coffee, then carefully stir in 
the eggs and sugar. Whisk briskly with 
the spoon t'oy it minute to prevent curd- 
ling, then Htratn through coarse muslin 
into moulds which have been dipped in 
cold water. Serve very cold with cream 
and sugar. 


SPICED APPLES.

Add the juice of half a 
lemon, set the mixture in a pan of ice 
water, and before it begins to set fold in 
the beaten whites of three eggs. Line a 
mould with slices of banana, pour in the 
mixture, an.'', when cold turn it out and 
serve with whipped cream. 


CHICKEN GELATINE. 


Slice cold roast chicken and lay in a 


mould with alternate slices of cold 
bailed tougue and occasional slices ot 
hard boiled egg. 
Season *rith celery 
salt. Dissolve half an ounce of gelatine 
in a pint of clear, brown gravy and 
pour it over the meat. Let it stand 
twelve hours to harden before cutting. 
This is a most appetizing dish tor 
luncheon or supper, and is an excellent 
method 01 using up other kinds of cold 
meat.

boiled macaroni cut in; small pieces at 
the bottom of it, sca'tter with a little 
grated cheese and coveir'with sliced car- 
rots and turnips which have been 
cooked, small pieces of cooked celery 
and some cauliflower.

This is 
made of half a pound of mashed pota- 
toes mixed with six ounces of flour, two 
ounces of butter, seasoning, half a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder and enough 
cold milk to make a paste. Roll out on 
a floured board to the thickness of an 
inch. 


GINGER BEER. 


Boil gently, in a gallon of water, 


three tablespoonfuls of cream of tartar, 
three of ginger, and a lemon cut in 
slices. When it has boiled half an hour, 
take it from the fire, strain and sweeten 
to your taste; white sugar is the best, 
but brown sugar or molasses answers 
very well. Put to it, when lukewarm, 
half a pound of fresh yeast. Turn it 
off carefully, when fermented, bottle it, 
and keep it in a cool place. It will be 
fit to drink in the course of seven or 
eight days. 


SWEET POTATO PONB. 


Pare and grate several sweet potatoes, 


and to three pounds of grated potato 
add two of sugar, twelve eggs, a little 
more than three pints of milk, the juice 
and grated rind of a lemon, a quarter 
of a pound of butter (melted), n table- 
spoonful of rose-water, a nutmeg, a 
little cinnamon and mace, and a tea- 
spoonfnl of salt. Mix thoroughly to- 
gether and bake in deep pans tvro hours. 
It is usually eaten cold as cake. 


BICE BLANCMANGE. 


Take one pint of new milk, add to it 


two eggs well beaten, four spoonfuls of 
ground rice, two spoonfuls of brandy; 
grate a little nutmeg, sweeten it to your 
taste, boil it; when near cold put it into 
your mould; when quite cold turn it out, 
mix a little sugar, cream, and nutmeg, 
and put round it in the dish; garnish 
with red currant jelly. 


APPLE SNOW. 


Peel and core live large apples, boil 


them in n little water,until soft enough 
to pass throngh a sieve; sweeten and 
beat with them the beaten whites of 
three eggs. Serve with whipped cream. 


CORN STARCH BLANCMANGE. 
Dissolve three tablespoonfuls of corn 
starch in new milk: heat a pint of new 
milk nearly boiling hot, then pour in the 
starch, stir it briskly and boil for three 
minutes. Flavor with lemon or vanilla. 


ROAST GROUSE. 


Pick clean sad truss a brace of grouse, 


tie a slice of raw bacon over the breast 
of each and wrap them in a piece of 


j buttered paper. Roast them in a brisk 


oven for about twenty minutes, remov- 
ing the paper and bacon ten minutes be- 
for tbe cooking is completed. Baste fre- 
quently with melted butter and serve on 
slices of toast with the gravy in a sep- 
arate dish. 


CUBAN PUDDING. 


Rub half a pound of dry sponge cake 


through a sieve and add to it the same 
quantity of cecounut. Scald one pint of 
rich milk ia a double boiler and to it add 
a mixture of four slightly beaten eggs 
and one-fourth cup of sugar. Pour this 
over the cake and cocoanut. Butter a 
mould, decorate tbe bottom and sides 
with preserved ginger, pour in the cake 
mixture, cover and steam very slowly 
for an hour and a half. Serve the pud- 
ding with the syrup of the ginger heated 
and poured over It 


ESCALLOPED FISH. 


Take any cold cooked fresh fish, pick 


into flakes and place in- layers ia aa 
earthen 
pudding dish with 
cracker 


crumbs between. Season with pepper 
aad salt, add a teospoonful of melted 
butter to each Isyer, and when the dish 
is nearly full, cover the top with cracker 
crumbs and enough mjlt to thoroughly 


j wet the mixture. Plac* a small plate on 


top and btke for thirty or forty minutes 
in a brisk ovetj. 
Ten minutes o,e*ure 


serving, rej&ove the plate to let the top 
brown and send* to the table with a gar- 
nish of parsley abeat the edge. 


EGG BALLS FOR SOUP8. 


Grate two hard boiled eggs, mix them 


with one-half ounce of melted butter 
and the yolk of one egg, season with a 
little salt and nutmeg, form into email 
balls like marbles, roll them iu fini,r. 
drop them into boiling water and cook 
five minutes. Then remove them to tbu 
soup tnreen before turning in the 


POTATO PUFFS. 


Prepare about three-quarters of a pint 


of mashed potatoes, stir in two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, a gill of milk aud 
two befttea eggs and beat the whole mix- 
ture till very light.

chopped po/sley, pepper and salt and a 
tiny pinch of mace, pour into small but- 
tered cups and bake in a very quick 
oven. Serre at onco. 


A .GOOD BARLEY SOUP. 


Wash and rub dry half a pint of pearl 


barley and boil it in a quart of white 
stock until the barley is reduced to a 
pulp. To this add enough white stock 
to make the whole of the consistency of 
cream and keep over the fire until it boils. 
Remove from the fire and stir into the 
soup the yolk of an egg beaten np in 
half a pint of cream. Stir in half an 
•unce of butter and serre.

A great land rrsh to New Ontarla 


has commenced. The advantages cf 
this territory as a Held for colonization 
are Just beginning to be appreciated by j 
the increasing inuaber of youag Cana- ; 
diona In the older districts of the coun- 
try who are lu search of homesteads, 
eays the New York Journal. Hitherto 
the exodus from the rural districts of 
those In quest of good and cheap agri- 
cultural land ha? been directed either 
toward the western states or the Cana- 
dian northwest. 


T&e former movement, however, Is 


practically at an end owing to the ex- 
haurtlon of the areas of fertile land to 
be h.'ul free or at a low price, while the 
undoubted advantages possessed by a 
praine country for wheat fanning or 
cattl-i ranching are offset by the scarc- 
ity or" fuel and water and the liability 
to EuiTntner frosts. 


Tho wooded country of New Ontario 


Is free from these disabilities, and, 
while it does not offer the same facili- 
ties for wheat growing as are present- 
ed by Manitoba and the northwest, it 
is better adapted in many respects to 
men of small means, owing to the prox- 
imity of diversified industries, which 
give opportunities for temporary em- 
ployment and afford good local markets 
both for the timbers removed in clear- 
ing the laud and the produce of the 
farm. 
The phrase "New Ontario" Is some- 


what vague, and the area covered by it 
is not closely defined, but, generally 
speaking, it is applied to the portion of 
the province northwest of Lake Nipis- 
Blng and French river.

la Several Ways tbe Most Remavbw* 


ble River In the World. 


The Tsang-Po is in several respects 


the most remarkable river ia the world. 
'It is the highest of all navigable 
streams, flowing for nearly a thousand 
miles at au elevation of from 11,000 to 
14,000 feet. During the grejitar part of 
its course its current is sluggish, but for 
a hundred miles or more the jrii?hty river 
in its descent to the coast plain runs with 
the speed of a raonntain torrent. Though 
one of the largest of central Asian 
streams, it lias never been followed from 
Its source to its mouth, and until recent- 
ly it was doubtful of which of two well 
known rivers it was the head waters. 
The attempts to solve Its mysteries hava 
been attended with almost unparellel- 
ed heroism, endurance, steadfastness and 
self sacrifice, for the principal explorers 
o£ the Tscng-Po have been animated, not 
£s those v.'bo sought the fountain spring 
of the Nile, by the hope of the world's 
applause at their success—that \vas de- 
nied them—but for a simple daily wage 
and the consciousness of loyalty to duty. 


The physical history of the Tsang-Po 


is briefly this: It rises in the extreme 
southwestern corner of Tibet close to the 
sources of the Ganges, the Indus and its 
great affluent, tbe Sutlej, at a height of 
nearly 15,000 feet. Receiving the drain- 
age of the slopes of the Himalayas and 
of a littlo Iqjown Tibetan range running 
parallel with these mountains, it soon be- 
comes a stream wide and deep enough to 
be navigable. There is a considerable 
boat traffic upon it at an elevation but 
little below the summit of Mont Blanc. 
It fkms due east for a matter of 800 
mile?, receiving numerous large tiibuta- 
ries from both south and north, and 
when near Lassa it is at low water 
pearly a third of a mile wide and 20 feet 
deep; in flood t\vo mi'es •n-ide and of un- 
known depth. In longitude 04 degrees 
cast it makes a sharp bend to the south 
and passes through the Himalayas in a 
course known only to the savages who 
dwell upon its precipitous banks. 


When last seen by an explorer, it is at 


a height of from 8.000 to 11,000 feet, but 
when it emerges in Assam it is only 400 
feet abfeve sea '»voi 
From this point it 


purifies its slnggish way for another 800 
miles as the Brahmrputra to the Ganges 
and the bay of Beucal. There has been 
a iong controversy, into the details Of 
which it is not necessary to onter, as to 
whether the Irawadi or the Brahmaputra 
is the continuation of the Tsang-Po. 
Though there has be«a as yet no distinct 
evidence, the last expedient of throwing 
in minted logs in Tibet having failed, 
the general consensus of scientific opinion 
is in favor of the Brahmaputra, and the 
latest English gazetteer describes it un- 
der this name. 


It is hardly to be expected that pure 


science will be much benefited by the lift- 
ing of tbe veil which hangs over this part 
of the river's course. But there can be 
little doubt that it hides scenes of mag- 
nificent beauty and grandeur which will 
thrill the expectant world and give it 
new and nobler conceptions of the sub- 
limity of nature.—National Geographic 
Magazine.

Money In Staked. 


One of the raost^ common ways of bet- 


ting in China is with oranges. This goes 
on at the fruit stalls and also in private 
houses. The bet is on the number of 
seeds in an orange. Sometimes it is as 
to whether the number is odd or even 
and at others as to the exact number ol 
seeds the orange contains. If at a frnit 
stand, the dealer will pay the lucky guess- 
er five times his debt, but the loser must 
pay the value of the orange and also five 
times as much as he has wagered. 


Quail fighting is done ou o table with a 


little fence about its edge. The fighting 
quails Lave been starved for gome time. 
As they are put into the pen a few grains 
of rice or wheat are laid before them, 
and they at once begin to fight over them. 
They are trained for the purpose, and a 
good fighter is worth £20 and upward. 


It is the same with the crickets. Their 


priza rings are little bowls. The crickets 
have been trained. They seem to under- 
stand their master's word, and, they are 
urged on to the combat with, straws. 
Some of them are very fierce, and many 
will nght until they die. Those which 
chirp the most loudly are considered the 
best fighters. 


The Chinese understand how to feed 


nnd groom tbe crickets for the frny. 
They pive them honey, boiled chestnuts, 
and boiled rice and certain kinds of fish. 
They do not allow any one to smoke near j 
them, for they think that tobacco is in- 
jurious to ttcm. If tbe crickets grow 
sick, they feed them upon, mosquitoes and 
red ants. 


In a cricket fight the crickets are 


weighed before they are put into the 
ring. They are matched as to size and 
color. The betting is done just as care- 
fully as at an English horse race. The 
stakes are held by n committee, which de- 
ducts a certain percentage for tbose who 
own the fighting houses. During tha fight 
the gamblers grow excited. They scream 
and yell and hop up and down aa one in- 
sect gets the better of tbe other and go 
almost mad when one wins. 


The Chinese have all sorts of games, I 


but mostly games of chance. Even in 
kiteflying the beys nnd men—for even 
the men fly kites—will try to see which 
has tbe strongest string, forcing bis strinq 
ngainst the strings of the fthers to broa'; 
them. 
In such contests the strings are 


often soaked with glue r.nd dusted with 
powdered glass that they may cut or saw 
the better. 


At every feast, however, there are 


games of guessing upon which money is 
staked.—London Mail.

Mr. Hewitt drew a parallel between 


Peter Cooper and Andrew Carnegie, 
says the Kew York Journal. Both men 
were Scotch, bqth started life as poor 
working boys, both amassed fortunes 
entirely through personal ability and 
effort 


"Andrew Carnegie's one ambition 


was as a young man," declared Mr. 
Hewitt, "not to be a glare to wont. He 
was determined to get there. Well, be 
got there. And now his view Is that he 
is the trustee of this unparalleled for- 
tune, which he desires used in the in- 
terests of the public. 


"Other men of wealth are also re- 


garding their fortunes in the same way. 
John D. Bockefdler. for instance, 
spends more time in thinking how best 
to devote bis money to the good of the 
people than in planning deals for the 
Standard Oil company. This is the new 
thing which has come into the world 
with the beginning of the century. Car- 
negie himself in bis book just issued 
calls It the gospel of wealth. By the 
close of this century I prophesy we 
can't find a rich man who will not be 
ashamed to keep his wealth entirely to 
himself. 


"As to the objection that a great 


private fortune means the robbery of 
the workingman," continued Mr. Hew- 
itt, "the great universe of wealth today 
is due not .to capital or labor, but to 
ability. The man of brains is the pro- 
ducer of wealth. To each according 
to his merits and to those to whom 
is confided a great amount of property 
the obligation to use It for the general 
benefit."

The Bev. Dr. H. D. Von Brockhuizen 


bf Pretoria, tbe minister who closed the 
ivolksraad with prayer after President 
Kruger's bigtorie ultimatum hod been 
read to that body, la ia New York city. 
jBe was. banished from Pretoria after 
jthui capital fell, but not until he had 
.spent ten days in Jail, where he says he 
iwas kept on a diet of bread and water, 
His brother, Dr. H. J. Von Brockhui- 
zen of the Orange Sree State, who also 
served in the Boer armies and who 
was captured and banished, accom- 
panies him. Their mission in the Unit- 
ed States is to raise money for the Boer 
women and children now in refugee 
camp's, says the Kew York Times. In- 
^ideutally the' Kev. Mr. Brockhuizen 
bays that he will try to remove some of 
the impressions of his country that 
have been created by unfriendly writ- 
ers. 


I "The Boers are not barbarians," he 
paid in excellent English, "no matter 
jwbat you may have heard about them. 
Our,women and children, who are at 
present concentrated in camps estab- 
lished by tbe British, are in a horrible 
condition. It was bad enough when I 
left South Africa, but I know from let- 
ters that I have received, one only th« 
ether day from my sister, that it is a 
hundred times worse now. 


I "When I left South Africa, I was 
[virtually banished by order of General 
Maxwell,* military governor of Pre- 
toria. General Maxwell wrote to me 
!that I bad better leave the country and 
provided me second cabin passage to 
Europe. When I asked him why he 
iwas sending me, a paroled prisoner of 
,war, away, he said: 'You are too Influ- 
ential. You will not take tbe oath, and 
you are regarded as dangerous.' Even 
then, assisted by Mrs. Botha and Mrs. 
General Joubert, both members of my 
congregation, I had undertaken the 
,work of relieving the helpless families 
of soldiers whom they had begun to 
herd in their camps. I was very plain- 
spoken with General Maxwell, as I 
could afford to be, for he knew the con- 
ditions as well as I. His wife, who, by 
the way, is an American, has Issued an 
appeal to her country women on behalf 
of these same people. 
: "You 'should bear lu mind that we do 
not ask the world to take our word for 
the conditions that prevail in the 
camps. In an official report which I 
bave in my possession, made by Dr. 
Konald P. McKenzie of the British 
army on F*. IS of this year, th* Brit- 
ish goveraasatis notified that tbe con- 
ditions are horrible, the death rate ap- 
palling and the food furnished wholly 
unfit to eat. Nothing I or any one else 
has ever saiS has been half as caustic 
as this arraignment of his own people 
by Dr. McKenzie." 


Of the ultimate result Dr. Von Brock- 


huizen said: 


"The Afrikanders will never be over- 


come. They will fight to the last if 
accessary, but that will not be neces- 
sary. Not since the first gun was fired 
have we been in so good a condition as 
now, with the deplorable exception that 
our women are being brutally treated 
by the invadrng army. A recent ac- 
count shows that there are more than 
34,000 British soldiers in the hospitals, 
while practically all of our fighting 
men are in the saddle. The climate, 
the topography of our country, every- 
thing is fighting for us, and there is no 
thought of surrender. All stories to 
that effect you can set down as lies 
made of whole cloth. 


"The unjust tales about Mrs. Botha 


are a sample. I am Mrs. Botha's pas- 
tor. While Lord Roberts was In Pre- 
toria be tried to get me to go and see 
her husband and ask him to surrender. 
It was gossiped about that the com- 
mander in chief had been entertained 
at tea by her. Being her pastor, it was 
my privilege to ask; her how much 
truth there was in the statements. 
Her reply breathed the true spirit of 
the Boer woman. 'Do you suppose/ 
she said, 'I would drink tea with a man 
who is fighting my husband? I told 
Lord Roberts that I would go to see 
my husband with a message, but that 
as for try ins; in influence him I would 
never do tt.' 


"When we have won, the attention of 


the world having been attracted to us, 
It will be found that instead of being 
peopled by a wild tribe of semicivilized 
farmers the two republics appropriate 
more money to free education than any 
other country, population and wealth 
considered, In the world. It wili be 
learned that instead of being religions 
bigots the people of the Transvaal and 
of the Orange Free State taxed them- 
selves to help support the BooiaB Cath- 
olic clergy and schools. It wiil be 
learned that onr attitude toward for- 
eigners before the war began was the 
most liberal to t*j» world—more liberal 
than that which (lads expression in 
even thla free coiptrj. It wfll be learn- 
ed that practically the entire foreign 
or uttlander population, Englishmen ex- 
cepted, aided with the burghers, and 
most of then took up arms m their 
cause, and ft will further be, learned 
that thfs was not 4on« In any merce- 
nary spirit." •

facts, the drunkard, the liquor seller, 
the law, the law maker and the voter. 
Her points as summed were that there 
is an army of 100,000 drunkards march- 
ing to itur: every year, in which are 
many women; the rum seller starts 
out to pet rich and is indifferent to 
everything but his purpose; the 'aw, 
which has more twists and turns than 
anything else the speaker knew of, and 
which was a. most unsolvable thing, 
puts its arms around the rum sellei' 
and protects him; the law makers do 
things ',n a marvelous way, providing 
asylums and p.risons for the victims 
of intemperance and providing an easy 
way to fill them, and behind all of 
these stands the voter, whose respon- 
sibility is as great as any of thoss 
in th"e line between him and the drunk- 
ard. 


Mrs. Todd recited a poem designed 


to show that the Christian church i? 
largely responsible for the state of 
affairs legarding the liquor traffic, and 
quoted u Methodist bishop who said 
that tho Methodists alone could kll' 
the traffic by voting- solidly against 
It. 
She rejoiced in the fact that the 


Methodist conference administered a 
stinging rebuke to a Methodist pres- 
ident 'or drinking, and although tha 
action was later expunged from tha 
records ifs sh<*\v?cl that tho conscience 
of the Methodist churnh is not dead. 


A selection was sung by Mrs. Smith 


of Sheffield, Mrs. Rice of Boston cave 
a recitation, and then Rev. J. 
H. 


fji'encer was called on for remarks. 
He spoke of ho\v Jfeople are apt to 
deprecate those who do not agree with 
them in the consideration of the tem- 
perance question, saying that even the 
church sometimes suffers "in the light 
in which it is held up. 
He said he 


supposed that there was'now and then 
a man like the Sunday school worker 
who votr-d for license, as described In 
the po^in recitod by Mrs. Todd, but! 
he did not believe there ivere many 
He had had a large acquaintance and 
much experience with church and Sun- 
day school men, and he believed that 
for the most part they voted for tem- 
perance and did what they could f°r 
it in other ways. 


He believed this to be true of the 


church snen of this city. Many men 
are puzzled to- know what To do re* 


rdlrur this question. Tt Is not like 


the question of slavery, for that onoi> 
abo'lshci stays so, but this Is not the 
case with the liquor traffic. Mr. Spen- 
cer thought high I'conse had a ten- 
dency to induce people t'(» vote for li- 
cense. 
They, reason that liquor will 


be sold anyway, and t'he community 
might ha well get something out ol 
It. He thought the pulpit was, as a 
rule, true to the temyerance causa 
and he had known ministers to lose 
their 
;.ulpits by preaching It too 


strongly to suit some of their Inflen- 
tlal members, though he did not thinK 
there were many cases of this kind, 
as he lelieved the averasc church 
wanted its ministers freo to exDrc-s? 
his. opinuju on any subject. He consid- 
ered the foreign element in the count*" 
large responsible for the prevalence 
of the drink traffic and als" for the 
tendency to turn Sunday Into a holi- 
day. 
They have been used 'o these 


things in their own countries and thev 
bring tlic-ir notjons with them here. 
He had. however, 
nothing

say 


against the foreign element as such, 
for it brings to us many of our be.-U 
ciM-tns.

kinds of influence; the positive con- 
scious influence like of Napoleon and 
Mahomet, who could bind armiPs to- 
gether To do their will by the strength 
of their own personalities, and the un- 
conscious influence possessed by every- 
body. 
The effect which one person's 


deeds or thoughts has upon other }>er- 
sons ca'tnot be estimated, as the in- 
fluence is unconscious and impossible 
of recognition.

the noblest and best that he can, for 
a recorl of everything is kept, and it 
will depend upon tha't person whether 
he shall read I' finally, with tears of 
joy or of remorseful an~uish.
